Mussolini Tells 100,000 
Tripolitans Italy Rearms 
Because of Threats 


British Foreign Secretary 
Told By Ambassador Two 
Cargoes on Way to Spain

Tripoli. Libya. March 17.—Premier 
Mussolini, referring‘scathingly to what 
he called the nervousness of demo¬ 
cratic countries over Italy’s ascend¬ 
ancy In tHe Mediterranean, told a 
cheering throng of 100.000 today the 
Italian empl*^ had been forced to 
rearm to meet the rearmament threat 
of others. 

Mussolini shouted: 

( “We rearm on sea. in the sky and 
on land because It Is our Imperious 
Jduty In the face of the armaments of 
others.” * 

Declaring such reports disturbed the 
peace of all peoples. Mussolini said 
"an alarmist campaign has been evi¬ 
dent In the more or less great demo¬ 
cratic countries over my trip to Libya. 

"This neuropathic alarmism. this 
sowing of suspected dangers, does not 
enhancs the cause of peace because 
It profoundly disturbs relations be¬ 
tween peoples .’•

Ha warned he had not forgotten 
the League of Nations coalition which 
tried to crush Itsy's conquest of 
Ethiopia by imposition of sanctions. 

The Arabs in the Immense throng

"heme" These included 504 who were 
medically unfit and needed treatment 
before being taken off the rolls of 
the camp*. 

The relief camps were organized in 
1932 by the National Defence Depart¬ 
ment to take care of An estimated 
70.000 men who were homeless and 
without employment.

O UTWARDLY, THE PLENARY 

session of the Kuomintang*! executive, 
which got under way last month at Nanking, 
did not make many changes, but appearances 
deceive. Though a resolution was adopted 
against a small minority that China’s Nationalist 
Party “is determined to suppress Communism,’’ 
everybody knows that the Government Party 
and the Chinese Red Army have concluded 
an armistice. 

The Kuomintang made its understanding 
with the Communists conditional on their ac¬ 
ceptance of several demands. Hie Communists 
countered with an appeal for a united front 
The government leaders, headed by Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek, refused mainly for reasons of 
state. They feared to provokflbe Japanese to 
immediate aggression and invasion of more Chi¬ 
nese territory if they joined hands with the 
Communists. 

The question of the readmission of Com- 
. mumsts in the Kuomintang was not discussed at 
the plenary session. General Chiang’s state¬ 
ment that he favors the inclusion of several non- 
Kuomintang men into the executive committee 
is taken as a promise to accept some Com¬ 
munists into the fold. Hie fact, not generally 
known, that General Chao En-lai. Red Array 
Chief of Staff, met with Central Array officers 
in Sian-fu recently, is the first indication of the 
change that has come over China's inner-political 
affairs.

S IR AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN. K.G.. 

the last of a great international triumvirate, 
ha. gone to hit ml at the age of leventy-four. 
It i$ by no mean, inappropriate to uy that he 
was one of the lest of the elder ilaieimen who 
bawd their hope, that common wnw would pre¬ 
vail among nation.. 

More than a decade ago. Sir Au.ten, M. 
Arhtide Briand. and Herr Gustav Strewmann 
worked out what ha. gone down in hhtory as the 
Locarno pact. Tragic to relate, it remained for 
a German, Reichsfuehrer Hitler, to tear up the 
pact a, a corollary to hi. general defiance of all 
the proviiions of the Treaty of Versatile,. 

The good work of Chamberlain. Briand. 
Strewmann. however. Mill will remain on the 
record—and it i, not too much to wy that the 
guiding ipirit of all that culminated in the better 
understanding between traditional enemies was 
the man who lies dead in London. He it waa 
who brought Briand and Strewmann together. 
There were hopes then that the peoples of the 
world Killy would be brought to believe that 
the war to end war had been fought. It proved 
otherwiw, as event, have shown, events which re¬ 
mind us today that the world once more is re¬ 
acting to the vicious armament virus. 

The latter year, of Sir Austen Chamben* 
lain furnish only a part of a memorable career. 
He was • Tory of the old school and made no 
apologies for his political beliefs. He was tha 
brilliant ion of a brilliant father—the great im- 
P* , iel®t. Rt- Hon. Jowph Chamberlain, fa¬ 
miliarly known as “Joe" Chamberlain when he 
launched the Tariff Reform League in the early 
years of the prewnt century, and which eclipsed 
the Tory party after the election of 1905. 

That was a sad blow to the imperialistic 
economic idea which Sir Austen's father had 
cherished, an idea, be it said, in which he con- J 
scientiously believed without thought of party 
emolument or flattery. The Chamberlains arc 
above all the petty things associated with 
politics, whether of the Victorian. Edwardian, 
or the Georgian eras. They wrved their coun¬ 
try as they thought best. 

Sir Austen, perhaps, thwarted by the famous 
Carlton Club meeting of 1922 which dethroned 
Mr. Lloyd George—who hung to office too 
long after the famous khaki election of 1918-— 
did not play his political cards as well as he 
might have done.

received the kingdom at the end of the World 
War, war one of the outstanding figure, in the 
saga of Lawrence of Arabia. After hi. death 
in 1933 he was succeeded by the present King. 
Ghazi. who, because of his extreme youth and 
inexperience, has been the shuttlecock of con¬ 
flicting national and racial interests. 

Britain has vital interests in Iraq. The 
famous pipeline which carries oil from the Mosul 
oil fields to Haifa in Palestine is controlled by 
British interests, the American Standard Oil 
owning one-fourth and French and Dutch in¬ 
terests sizeable shares. Britain has large air 
bases in that region and her naval influence is 
paramount in the adjoining Persian Gulf. 

Iraq has figured in the news intermittently 
through its conflicts with religious and racial 
minorities. Relations with the British have been 
strained. A sudden coup d'etat last October 
put notorious anti-British Arab leaders into 
power. It was believed, though it was never 
proven, that German agents had their finger 
in that pie. Bioody anti-Jewish uprisings in 
1934 and 1935 recalled the fact that German 
influence had always been strong in that region. 
King Ghazi. moreover, is known to have strong 
Nazi sympathies. 

In the pan-Arabian movement that i, emerg¬ 
ing out of a highly complicated political situa¬ 
tion in western Ana, Iraq will play an important 
part.

England and America. 

Stating that it was his organisation's pur¬ 
pose "to study the political and economic sit¬ 
uation l n the United States." Mr. De Courcey 
declared that he could learn nothing about 
America’s attitude toward the "war debts." for 
instance, because "this subject has dropped 
entirely out of the British press. We can¬ 
not learn anything about It here (London). 
We are In abysmal ignorance as to what 
America thinks." 

It is 
made perhaps worse because the members of 
the Imperial Policy Oroup who are so Unin¬ 
formed about America are not mere nobod lea. 
They are some forty-five members of the 
Hoiipe of Commons and the House of Lords.

TYPHUS FEVER INCREASING 
IN’ SOUTH 

Typhus fever has Increased very 
much in the south in the past few 
years. Dr. R.*E. Dyer of the UB. Pub¬ 
lic Health Service’s National Insti¬ 
tute of Health told the southern 
physicians. Instead of about 350 
cases in the southern states, there 
are now some 1.500 cases being re¬ 
ported from the south every year. 

This disease used to be considered 
almost exclusively old world disease, 
where It caused much suffering and 
loss of life, particularly after famines 
and wars. It was also known as ship 
fever and Jail fever. Because the old 
world variety is spread by lice. It Is 
found wherever there to filth and 
crowded living conditions investiga¬ 
tions by Dr. Dyer and others of the 
Public Health Service showed thaf'lt 
also occurs l n the United States, 
though ln less virulent form. Dr. 
Dyer also discovered that American 
typhus to spread by the rat flea, and 
that rats form a constant reservoir of 
tha disease. 

The recent Increase of the disease 
ln the south may be due to the recent 
trend toward crop diversification. Dr. 
Dyer believes. Typhus fever In Amer¬ 
ica has heretofore been chiefly con¬ 
fined to ctoies. In the south during 
the recent Increase, many cases have 
been reported from rural areas, par¬ 
ticularly peanut-growing regions. The 
new custom of growing and storing 
food crops has provided a new har¬ 
borage for rats, and consequently has 
helped spread the disease they carry 

Dr Dyer also warned the southern 
physicians to be on tha lookout for 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever. This 
highly fatal disease, spread by ticks, 
to no longer confined to the Rocky 
Mountain region. It has lately in-
